Suggested altitudes as veil (C 
as the line 12 degrees east longitude (the only point common to all 
three corridors at a reasonable distance from Berlin) are merely 
illustrative. The "let-down" line could almost certainly be placed 
farther to the west in the Berlin-Frankfurt corridor. The aircraft 
most likely to benefit from use of such higher levels in the corridors 
in the near future would be the turbo-prop C-130 and possibly the 
Viscount and the pure Jet Caravelle. For some time to come it 
appears unlikely that any large Jets such as the Boeing 707 would be 
able to land at any West Berlin airport. Therefore, the flight 
characteristics of such aircraft need not be taken Into account at 
this time.
